T he W atchjul Servants 


This parable of “the watchful 
servants’’ was in all probability, 
given by Christ as He was on His 
last great journey from Galilee to 
Jerusalem. 
The record of the en­ 
tire journey is filled with some of 
His most famous utterances. 
This 
journey was leisurely taken, stop­ 
ping often to give in parabolic form 
some advice that He wanted His 
followers to remember. 
He want­ 
ed to strengthen and comfort His 
disciples, for He knew the strenu­ 
ous, self-sacrificing service they 
were to do for Him. 
Instructing these faithful serv­ 
ants to "gird their loins;” since the 
loins were the lower part of the 
back and the parts within repre­ 
sented the seat of strength. When 
the Hebrews were working or trav­ 
eling, they girded up their loose 
garments about their loins, hence 
the expression, “to gird your loins” 
was used to denote vigorous action 
or effort. 
Thus Jesus wanted the 
servants to be ready for any vigor­ 
ous action by “girding their loins” 
and by having their “lights burn­ 
ing.” 


These faithful followers were to 
be ever watching to do His work. 
They were to be “biassed servants” 
if they would always be in readi­ 
ness. There was always work to be 
done for the Master, and no one 
would know when the “Son of man 
cometh." 
He compared the faith­ 
fulness He wanted them to have to 
the faithfulness of servants wha 
were sitting waiting day and night, 
for the return of their lord. Eating 
and sleeping only as necessity de­ 
manded, always watching for the 
one they loved. 
Jesus was telling His true follow­ 
ers to give up the worldly life and 
in so doing they would be more sure 
of their heritage of eternal riches. 
By using an example of the faithful 
watchfulness of servants awaiting 
the lord’s return He impressed up­ 
on them this spiritual wisdom. 
This faithfulness and readiness 
is one of the fundamental teachings 
of true religion, even today. These 
five verses (35-40) of the 12th 
chapter of Luke are very emphatic 
in the necessity for constant watch­ 
fulness. 
Luke 12:35-40.
